Rail Rulings on Supplementary 


State Legislation and Old Age 
Pensions Yet to Come. 


Washington, May 24 <JP>.—The 


Supremo Court, dn momentous de- 
,cf8lons, held constitutional today 
the unemployment insurance and 
old Age pension provisions of the 
godal security act. 


Justice Cnrdozo delivered both 


opinions on the top-ranking art- 
ministration legislation intended 
to care for the future jobless and 
to cushion the nation against an- 
other depression. 


This gave the administration a 


clean sweep in its litigation before 
the Supreme Court during the 
, 


present term. 
Previously It had 


won ten victories and sustained no 
defeats. 


Approximately 37,800,000 work- 


ers and 2,700,000 employers are 
taxed to provide the old age bene- 
fits which start in 1948 when the 
recipient hecomes 63. 


Forty-five states and the District 


of Columbia have passed measures, 
supplementing the federal act to 
protect 18,688,000 persons against 
future unemployment. 


ON HIS NINETY-SEVENTH BIRTHDAY 


Unemployment Insurance 


Washington, May 24 Iff) — The Su- 


preme Court held constitutional to- 
day the unemployment insurance pro- 
visions of the Social Security Act. 


Justice Cardozo delivered the mo- 


mentous opinion which affirmed a 
ruling in favor of the legislation by 
the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals 
and gave the administration another 
major victory. 


Justices Butler, McEeynolds, Suth- 


erland and Van Devanter— four of 
the nine justices — objected 
to 
at 


least part of the majority opinion. 


The final rulings on validity of 


supplementary state legislation and 
on provisions of the Social Security 
Act providing old age pensions were 
yet to come. 


Speculation, immediately began on 


Capitol Hill as to what effect the ad- 
ministration victory would have on 
President Roosevelt's proposal to re- 
organize the tribunal. Opponents of 
the plan predicted that it would be 
defeated. Proponents contended just 
the opposite. 


No Surrender 


"The statute," Cardozo asserted, 


"does not call for a surrender by the 
states of powers essential to their 
quasi-sovereign existence." 


It was the 67th birthday of the 


junior member of the court in point 
of service. 


The unemployment insurance pro- 


visions taxed employers of more than 
eight persons to assist in caring for 
the future jobless and to provide a 
cushion against economic depression. 


To induce states to adopt programs 


of their own and carry out the pur- 
Pose of the Federal Act, the legisla- 
tion provided that employers could 
deduct up to 90 per cent of the fed- 
eral tax by paying that amount to 
the state. 


Forty-five states and the District 


of Columbia have adopted programs 
approved by the Federal Social Se- 
curity Board. Those that did not are 
Illinois, Missouri and Florida. 


Eleven states specified that their 


wn program should be dropped if 
the federal act were held unconstitu- 
tional. 
Twenty-four provided that 


action be suspended to await a de- 
cision as to the future by the gover- 
nor or the legislature. 
Ten states 


and the District of Columbia enacted 
legislation independent of the. fed- 
eral act. 


The measure imposed on a tax on 


employers' payrolls 
ranging 
from 


one per cent in 1936 to three per 
cent in 1938 and thereafter. It was 
not applicable to agriculture labor, 
domestic service, seamen and em- 
ployes of the federal 
and state 


governments.

Rainfall During Storm at Rate of 9 Feet in 


24 Hours—Velocity of Wind Unestimat- 
ed. 


The freaky miniature tornado of rain and hail that twept down 


the Rondout valley shortly after 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon and 
bombarded Kingston with the greatest deluge of hailstones that ranged 
in size from a moth bail to a pigeon's egg, in years, left in its wake up- 
rooted trees, damaged house roofs, auto tops, hundreds of broken 
windows and ruined gardens. 
The money damage will run into 


thousands of dollars, and no one has made an attempt to estimate it. 
The fire alarm system of the city was damaged to the extent of $500, 
while Superintendent David Conway of the Board of Public Works es- 
timated that the cost of clearing up the streets and removing the 
fallen trees will amount to fully $3,000. The Central Hudson Gas & 
Electric Corp. also sustained considerable loss by falling wires, as well 
as the New York Telephone Company, 


Rain fell during the storm at the rate of 9 feet in 24 hours. In five 


minutes the rainfall here amounted to .74 inches, while the tempera- 
ture dropped 22 degrees in two minutes. At 2:05 o'clock that after- 
noon the city hall thermometer registered 75 degree* and at 2:07 
o'clock it dropped to 53 degrees. After the storm the temperature 
rose again. 


At the Kingston Hospital and the Benedictine Hospital it was re- 


ported this morning that the storm had not damaged the hospital 
properties.

RAPID HEART BEATING. 


There appears to be quite a large 


number of adults who find that sud- 
denly the heart will begin to beat 
very rapidly, 
continue 
this rapid 


beating tor a lew minutes and then 
lust as suddenly the rate will come 
back to normal again. During, these 
fpw minutes (although it may last 
for hours or even days In some cases) 
the Individual is naturally greatly 
upset and anxious; anything affect- 
ing the heart makes us all more or 
less anxious. 
The heart rate, nor- 


mally at 72 to 7fi, mny go up to 150 
or even 200 beats to the minute. 
It 


is called paroxysmal 
tacchycardla 


(rapid heart rate). 


An examination of these individ- 


uals 'will in most cases shovr no real 
or organic heart trouble; something 
Just seems to start off the little bun- 
dle of nervous tissue that gives rise 
to heart 
beats, 
and 
for minutes, 


hours or days it seems to forget its 
duty as a regulator or pace maker 
and allows the heart to boat away at 
at twice or three times its regular 
rate. 


Despite Its rapid rate the heart 


beats are 
regular 
or rhythmical 


which IB less alarming than it In ad- 
dition to its rapidity the beats were 
Irregular. The attack may come on 
following gas or flatulence, straining 
at stool or changing from a sitting 
or lying 
position 
to a sitting or 


standing position. 
The rate, regu- 


larity or rhythm is not inilnenced by 
breathing, by exercise, or by the 
usual remedies — atropine and amyl 
nitrite. 


The blood pressure Is low; there 


is nausea, vomiting and gas pressure 
symptoms; there may be, but not al- 
ways, a grip or vise-like pain under 
breast bone ae In angina pectoris; 
the face is pale, gray, or even dark 
in color, with skin of face cold and 
moist. 


Physicians have various methods 


of preventing and treating these at- 
tacks of 
paroxysmal 
tacchycardia 


(very rapid beating of the heart). 
A search is first made for any pre- 
disposing cause — coffee, tea, tobac- 
co, alcohol, infections, indigestible 
food, mental 
or 
physical stross. 


Treatment of the attack is by qulnl- 
dine (not quinine), phenobarbital or 
other drugs; and reassurance as to 
the favorable outcome of the attack.

Transcontinental R. R. 


It was a gold spike driven with 


two silver sledges that 
dedicated 


the joining of the two railroads 
which completed the first transcon- 
tinental railroad 
in the 
United 


States, observes a< writer in the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


The Union Pacific was built west 


from Omar .. while the Central Pa- 
cific was built east from Sacramen- 
to. The rails of the two roadi were 
joined on May 10, 1869, by a cere- 
mony at Promontory Point, on the 
tip of an isthmus projecting into 
Great Salt lake, Utah, from the 
northern shore. 


The last spike to be used in the 


railroad was made of gold, and was 
presented by David Hewes, a prom- 
inent citizen of California. 
Also. 


a specially prepared tie of Califor- 
nia laurel wood had been provided 
for the ceremony. Leland Stanford, 
president of the Central Pacific and 
formerly governor of California, 
swung one of the silver Vedgcs for 
his railroad. An official of the Union 
Pacific swung the other one. 
Im- 


mediately after the ceremony the 
gold spike and the laurel wood tie 
were removed and an ordinary tie 
and iron spike substituted. The gold 
spike is in the museum at Leland 
Stanford university.

to fill the gap left by the outlawed 
NBA. 


A message briefly outlining hi* 


general riew* on labor legislation 
was expected to reach Capitol Hill at 
soon (Eastern Standard Time). 


Senate Majority Leader Robinson 


(D-Ark) and Chairman Black CD- 
Ala) of the Senate Labor Committee 
disclosed after a Sunday night con- 
ference at the White House that the 
message also would cover unfair 
labor practices. 


A tentative draft of legislation to 


carry out the President'* Ideat, Hob- 
Inson said, was ready for introduc- 
tion in both houses. 


This constitutes the second effort 


of the Roosevelt administration to 
regulate hours and wage* in inter- 
state commerce by legislation. 


The first effort, the National In- 


dustrial Recovery Act. wa* invali- 
dated by the Supreme Court in a 
unanimous decision two years ago 
next Thursday. 


The NRA supervised both labor 


conditions and fair trade practice*. 
A committee which reported last 
winter on its faults and merits said 
it should have been split into two 
separate entitles. 


Consequently fair trade practices 
as distinguished from labor prac- 


tices—were omitted from the cur- 
rent recomendations.

Women Juror.* were authorized in 
New York state today by action of 
Governor Lehman who signed the so- 
called "permissive" 
bill 
granting 


them an optional right to serve on 
Juris*. 


Offering all the prlrileges of tmeh 


•errlc* now available to men, the 
measure at the same time allows 
women to claim exemption from Jury 
duty because of their sex. It becomes 
effective September 1. 


The bill, sponsored by Democratic 


Senator Philip M. Klelnfeld, New 
York city, was approved in the clos- 
ing days of the 1937 legislature 
which rejected a proposal that would 
have made Jury service by women 
mandatory. 


Qualifications similar to those re- 


quired of men Jurors are set up under 
the Klelnfeld law, Including ft provi- 
sion that the prospective woman 
Juror (or her husband) must be the 
owner of personal property assessed 
for $250 or the owner of real prop- 
erty valued at J150. 


Passage by the Assemblv of the 


"permissive"" bill, which already had 
been approved by the Senate, was 
lauded at the time by the only two 
women members of the House, As- 
semblywoman Jane H Todd. Vest- 
on ester county Republican, and Doris 
1. Byrne, New York city Democrat 


Both had urged lor several >ears 


legislative approval of jury service 
by women, favoring the mandatory 
requirement in the bill sponsored bv 
Miss Todd. 
"I think you will find women 


jurors doing a good job," commented 
Miss Todd, who said women "are 
willing to go along on this bill al- 
though we had hoped for the man- 
datory measure."

FINGER PRINTS TO 


PROTECT CIVILIANS 


TRUCK AXD CAR COLLIDE 


W AOCTMBNT 


IncreMinff Number Being 


Recorded in Washington. 


Washington, D. 
C.—"Realizing 


that finger prints may be an effec- 
tive mean* of identification in case 
of death or amnesia, increasing 
numbers of civilians are having 
their prints recorded »t the federal 
bureau of investigation, a division 
of the United States Department of 
Justice that is perhaps better 
known as 'the-G-Men,'" says the 
National Geographic society. 


"Visitors are conducted on tours 


through the identification division at 
the rate of several hundred a 
day. Many remain to have their 
fingerprints taken. In long chatter- 
ing lines, business men and their 
wives, giggling girls, and solemn 
small boys pass before the recorder 
with his yellow stamp pad and 
small white cards marked off into 
spaces for each finger's print. 


"A young girl approaches, hold- 


Ing out red-nailed white hands. The 
recorder presses her right thumb 
firmly on the stamp pad and then 
down on the card, rolling it from 
right to left. 
'Just re!ax, don't 


try to help me,' he instructs her, 
for if she presses with her thumb, 
it overinks and smudges the pat- 
tern. 


Offer Telltale Evidence. 


"He takes the marks of her right 


hand's fingers, one after another, 
and then those of her left hand, 
individually. 


"Next he records, at a single 


impression, all the fingertips of her 
right hand, and, with another im- 
pression, all those of the left, as 
a check upon the sequence of the 
preceding 
prints. 
She s t a r e s 


amazed at the dark whorls on the 
card made by her unstained white 
fingertips. The colorless chemical 
solution on the stamp pad acts on 
the chemically-treated card, but 
remains invisible on the hand. 


"The federal bureau of investiga- 


tion, with 267,000 sets of finger- 
prints in its civilian files, is increas- 
ing them at the rate of almost 800 
a day. The bureau does not search 
for fingerprints of criminals among 
the prints in these flies, but it may 
search for them among the prints 
of civil service employees, which 
are filed to keep men with prison 
records from holding positions of 
public trust. 


"Exhibited on the wall of the 


federal bureau of investigation is 
a device like a large automobile- 
mileage-meter. 
Each time the last 


number • on the right changes, 
it 


marks, not another mile, but a new 
set of criminal fingerprints received 
at the bureau. The number changes 
about 175 times an hour. The bu- 
reau, on duty twenty-four hours a 
day, receives 
during that time 


about 4,200 new records of people 
under arrest. 
These are sent in 


from more than 10,000 law enforce- 
ment agencies all over the United 
States and 
from eighty foreign 


countries. 


It Works This Way. 


"Imagine that a suspect, Bill 


Smith, is arrested in Los Angeles. 
His fingerprints are taken with 
printer's black ink, which, with 
his photograph, are rushed to Wash- 
ington to the federal bureau of in- 
vestigation 
There they will be 


checked against fingerprints in the 
criminal files to see if he has a 
previous criminal record. If the 
check reveals that Bill Smith is 
r e a l l y ex-convict 'Butcherknife 
Joe,' wanted in New Orleans for 
murder, two telegrams are sent, 
one to inform the Los Angeles au- 
thorities, another to tell New Or- 
leans officials the Los Angeles po- 
lice have their man. 


"Fingerprints found on weapons, 


woodwork, glass, and articles near 
a scene of a crime are also checked 
against prints in the bureau's crim- 
inal files and aid in capturing law 
violators. 


"Since no two fingerprints have 


ever been discovered whose pat- 
terns were«dentical, fingerprints of- 
fer such tell-tale evidence that crim- 
inals have tried to change theirs.

Orijin of Irish People 


when the Romans under Caesar 


Invaded Britain 53 B. C., they found 
the southern half of the island oc- 
cupied by a tribe of the Cymric 
CeIts, a people descended from the 
aelgic Gauls, who had crossed ov- 
er to the island from the mainland 
opposite. These people were called 
Britons. A tribe of similar origin, 
we 
Caledonians, 
inhabited 
the 


northern half of the island, and still 
another occupied the adjoining is- 
land of Ireland, then called Scotia, 
whence its inhabitants were known 
by the name of Scots. In their own 
tongue, however, says a correspond- 
ent in the Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
they called their island Eri, and 
themselves Erse, from which it has 
been supposed that they were orig- 
inally descended from 
wanderers 


from a band of the Spanish or Ibe- 
nan Gauls. In the Third century 
the Irish Scots invaded northern 
Caledonia and largely gained pos- 
session of the country. 
Thus the 


Irish and the Scotch are closely al- 
lied in origin.

In the spring of 1867, George Arm- 


strong Custer, with his regiment, 
the Seventh cavalry, was in Gen- 
eral Hancock's expedition against 
the Cheyenne Indians on the west- 
ern plains.

(November 27) by the battle of Wa- 
chita river, in which he surprised 
and attacked a large Indian village. 
His command killed 103 warriors 
and took as prisoners 53 squaws 
and children, besides a great quan- 
tity of supplies, thus almost totally 
annihilating the band. 


In March, 1873, the regiment was 


ordered to Dakota to guard the con- 
struction of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, where it came for the first 
time in collision with hostile Sioux. 
In July, 1874, Custer headed a sue- 
cessful expedition to the Black Hills 
region in Montana territory. In the 
spring of 1876, it was found that a 
large number of Sioux had confed- 
erated against the United States 
government, and Ouster's regiment 
formed a part of the expedition sent 
against them. On June 25, 1878, it 
had crossed a divide between the 
Rosebud and Little Horn rivers. In- 
dians had been seen and no sur- 
prise was now possible: therefore it 
was determined by Custer to move 
at once to the attack. He divided 
his forces into three commands, and 
with five companies, he himself 
moved up the right, bank of the 
Little Big Horn river. Striking the 
Indian village, which was three and 
a half miles long, in its middle, 
he was at once engaged in a fierce 
battle with a force of Sioux which 
outnumbered his own. The encoun- 
ter lasted three hours, resulting in 
the total extinction of the United 
States troops engaged.

buried in the United States ceme- 
tery at West Point, N. Y.

these days. Infra-red. 
Ht has paraphrased, too, the 
popular song of a few years ago. 
His new title ii "Night in Day." 
Heller, following assorted ex- 


periments over a year's time, is in- 
troducing infra-red 
photography 
to moving pictures. It is the use of 
infra-red seniitive film materials 
which makes possible the filming 
of night scenes at high noon. 


Infra-red rayi are those below 
the spectrum bands visible to the 
naked eye. An electric iron'turned 
on in a dark room, for instance, 
will impress its rays on infra-red 
film. Pictures may be made of 
points many miles away because 
the infra-red film ignores haze and 
murk. The naked eye cannot see 
the hot iron in the dark room. In- 
fra-red film can. 


Already In Use 


That is the basis of Haller's 


championing of the former labora- 
tory material in active movie pro- 
duction. He used it first for a few 
Ken« & "The Captain's Kid/- 
next in "Mountain Justice." Night 
scenes in the current Bette Davis 
vehicle, "That Certain Woman," 
are being shot in broad daylight 
for the most part. 


Haller visions economy on one 


hand and artistic advances on the 
other through the use of infra-red 
movie photography. Primarily, he 
»ys, great savings in the use of 
lighting equipment will follow be- 
cause infra-red rays are present 
everywhere during the day and 
because they have the peculiar 
quality of registering in reverse to 
turn day into night. 


The experiments in movie infra- 


red photography have resulted in 
the speeding up" of negative ma- 
terials Heretofore infra-red pho- 
tography has been devoted to com- 
paratively-slow objects," com- 
pletely still pictures. Following 
the experiments a major raw stock 
purveyor to the industry speeded 
up the film so that increasingly 
fast action may be recorded via in- 
Jra-red.
